was Biſhop of Lo4o0z, what he meant, to- 


preach of the brainſick fathion , he an- 
fwered with the words of St. Parl, Cyn 
eſjem parvulus, loquebar ut parvulus, ſapic< 
bam ut parvulys.

him of no very deep points , and found

ter; whzreupon he diſmiſt him, without 
all hope of the B:nctice, and after told 
th: Gntlzman ſeriouſly, that 1t he would 
have it himſelfe, h2 would allow him ſut- 
ticient , bur the ſaitor by no means. Hz 
was in thoſe daies very prompt, and ready 
in ſpeech, and withall fafions ; he was 
an enemy to all ſ1ppoſed miracles , inſo- 
much as one arguing with him in the 
Cloſet at Greenwich , mn defence of them, 
and alledging the Queens healing of the 
Evil for an inſtance, asking him what he 
could ſay againſt it, he anſwered, that he 
was loth to anſwer arguments taken from 
th? Topick place of the Cloth of cftate 3 
but if they would urge hi n to anſwer, he 
{aid his opinion was, ſhe did it by vertue 
of ſome precious ſtone in poſſzſſion of the 
Crown of Exgland, that had ſuch a na- 
turall quality. But had Queen Elzabeth 
been told, that he had aſcribzd more ver- 
tue to her Jewels (though ſh2 loved them 
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wel) then to her perſon, ſh2 would never 
have made- him Biſhop of Chefter. H2 
grew heavy and corpalent of a ſudden, 
not ſo nuch with too much eaſe, as with 
too little exerciſe. Corpus quod corrums 
pitur aggravat aninan, ſoon after his re- 
move to London he tell into that drouſfis 
diſeaſe, of which he afte died, growing 
thereby unfit for the place ,. that requires 
a Vigilantius, and not a Dormitantius. He 
was held a milde man, and was well ſpo- 
ken of in the City, which ſometime ha 
neth not to them that dzſerve the beſt. 
To conclude, being taken with an Apo= 
plexie, he may be properly ſaid to have 
fleptwith his forefathers.

they ſeemed much to care for themſelves, 
all their buildings both publique and pri- 
vate looking old and ruinous : whereas 
of late yeeres, their Biſhop keeping his 
houſe neere them , and being daily with 
themthey have built thema new Market- 
place , and are now building a faire Hall 
tor Juſtic2zwhich commendable and com-

phor comes trom the Stable, I ſuſpe& it 
was meant by the Mr. of the Horſe. To 
come then to Biſhop Coeper, of him I can 
ſay much, and I ſhould do him great 
wrong, it I ſhoald ſay nothing ; tor he 
was indeed a reverent man, very well 
learned, exceeding induſtrious, and 
which was in thoſe dayes counted a great 
praiſe to him, and a chief cauſe of his 


preferment, he wrote that great DiCtio- 


nary that yet bears his name ,. his Life in 


Oxford was very commendable, and in 


ſome ſort Saint-Iltke ; for it it be Saint- 


like to liveunreprovable, to bear a croſs 
patiently, to forgive great injuries freely:

Ecchos, how in the firlt Feras {fignifiesct- 
ther the verb, ſuffer, or that Nown, wild 
beaſts, or ſhrews.Tn the latter, vita figni- 
fieth the Nown life, or the verb bx or 
eſckew:\o he(good man) conſtrued Feras, 
Vita. ſuffer during lite, and I thould take 
that vita Feras ſhun ſhrews. Bat this Fee 
ra whom his Feras made Feran, com-- 
mitted wickedneſs even with greedineſs, 
more then was in power of fleſh and 
blood to bear.: wherewith being mach 
afflifted, having, warned his Brother pri-- 
vatly, and born with him perhaps 70. 
times ſeven times. In the end taking 
tim both in a place and faſhion (not fit 
to be named) that would have angred a 
daint, he drave him thence, ( not much: 
unlike ) as Tobias drove away the ſpirit 
A5mogeusfor that was done with aRofſte, 
and this with a ſpit.

care; as if he had been a ſecond Tutor to 
"me: He. was reputed there a very milde 


and good natured man, and eſteemed -a 
very good Preacher , and free from that 
which St. Paul calleth Idolatry, I miean 


covetouſneſſe ; ſo that one may ſay.pro- 
_ bably} that as the firlt Y/iliam Wickbam 
-was one of the richeſt Prelates that had

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ſtowed it well ; ſo this was one of the 
pooreft, and endured it well. He prea- 
ched before the Queen at a Parliament, | 
think the Faſt time that ever he preached 
before her; and indeed it was Cygnen voxy 
ſweeteſt, being neereſt his end,which it 1 
conld ſet down as he delivered, were well 
worth the rementbring. But the effect 
was this, that the Temporalities of Bi- 
ſhopricks, and Lands of Colledges , and 
ſuch like, were from the beginning for 
the moſt part the graces, gifts, and Almes 
of Princes,her Majeſties progenitors, that 
for ſome exceſſes and abuſes of ſome of 
them , they had becn and lawfully might 
be ſome quite taken away, ſome altered, 
ſome diminiſhed , and that accordingly 
they were now reduced to a good medi- 
ocrity 3 for though there were ſome farre 
greater Biſhopricks in France , Spame, 
and Germany?, yet there were ſome alſo 
lefſe and meaner. even in Italy.

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ence ( he ſaid ) would ſoon ſpread from 
the Clergy to the Temporalty , that 
would have cauſe withH7ippocrates Twins 
to laugh and weep together.

It was ſaid that a pleaſant Courtier and 
Servitor of King Henry the eighth , to 
whom the King had promiſed ſome good 
turn, came and prayed the King to be- 
tow a Living on him, that he had found 
out, worth 100 li. by the yeere more then 
enough; why, faith the King , we have 
none ſuch inEng/and:yes Sirgfaid his man, 
the Provoſthip of Eaton ; for (faid he) he 
is allowed his diet,his lodging, his horſe- 
meat,his ſervants wages,his riding charge, 
bis apparrell, even to the points of his 
hoſe,at the Colledge charge; and 1001. 
bo annum belides. How true this is, I 

now not, but this I know, that Mr. Day 
having both this and the Deanry of 
| | Windſor 
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Findſor was perſwaded to leave them 
both, to ſucceed hini(that had been once 
his Vice-provoſt of Eaton) in the Church 
of Wincheſter. He was a man of a good 
nature, affable and courteous, and at his 
table, and in other converſation pleaſant, 
yet alwaies ſufficiently containing his gras. 
vity. When he was firſt D-ane of Wind- 
for, there was a ſinging man inthe Quire, 
one Woolner , a pleaſant fellow , but fa- 
mous for his eating, rather then his fing- 
Ing ; and for the ſfwallow of his throat, 
then for the ſweetneſle of his note. Maſter 
Deane ſent a man to him to reprove him 
for: not ſinging with his- fellows 3 the 
Meſſenger thought all were worthiptuall 


at leaſt that did then weare white Sur- 


plices, and told him Mr. Deane would 
pray his worſhip to fing 3 thank Mr.Dean 
(quoth Yoolxer ) and tell him , Iam as 
merry as they that ſing ; which anſwer, 
though- it woald have offended ſome 
man, yet hearing him to be ſich as I have 
deſcribed,he was ſoon pacified. He brake 
his leg with a fall from a horſe, that ſtar- 
red under him ; whereupon ſome waggiſh 
ſchollers, of which my ſelte was in the 
quorum, would ſay it was a juſt puniſh- 
ment , becauſe the horſe was given "_ 
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by a Gentleman to place his ſonne in E a- 
ton, which at that time was thought had 
been a kind of facriledge, but I may alſo 
ſay, Cum eran parvulus ſapiebam ut par= 
24lus. He had in thoſe dates a good and 
familiar faſhion of preaching not mincin 
the word, as ſome doe, with three Wk 
to feed 3000 people, that goe away all 
ſometimes as empty as they came z nor as 
others, that are Nodoſi drawing their au= 
ditory with them into deep queſtions and 
dangerous paſſages; that howſoever they 
ſuppoſe they come of themſelves much 
admired , they leave their auditors many 
times more then halfe mired ; but this 
wasa good plain faſhion, apt to edihfie, 
and ea{ie to remember ; 1 will repeat one 
leflon of many, that I remember out of 
Sermons of his , which I can imagine yet 
I heare him pronouncing, and it was con- 
cerning prayer : It 1s not ( faith he) a 
praying to God, but a tempting of God,

Some athrme that King 
Bladud a learnzd King, brought up ar A- 
thens long betore Chritſts :time, either by 
his cunning in Magick did-frame it , or 
rather by his ſearch did finde it, or at 
leaſt with his coſt-did-firſt found it:others 
believe that King Arthars Uncle S:.Darwid 
a Biſhop of Wales, that lived longer with 
Leekes then we doe now with Larkes and 
Quaailes, by his Prayer procured this ver= 
rac to theſe Springs, but this 1s maniteff 
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by moft credible Hiſtories,that Offz King 
of Mercia built a goodly Abby there, 
where before had been a Temple of Mi- 
»erva and Hercvlesgwhom they feined to 
be Preſidents of hot Bathes. This Mona=- 
ſery built by Offa 775 was deſtroyed by 
the Danes being then no Chriſtians about 
the yeare 902. Then it was reedihed by 
Elphegus a Biſhop of Canterbury ro10.and 
continued in great eſtimation tor a place 
of holy and ftrickt life , but had nor yer 
the Title of a Biſhoprick, till Fohn de V1l- 
lulz,a French man borne and a Phyfician 
by profeſhon,being made Biſhop of Yells, 
which was in Latin de Foztibys, admiring 
the vertue of theſe Bathes and the Cures 
they wrought,for which it had been long 
before by the Saxons ſurnamed Akmaxs 


 cheſter,that is ſtick mans Towne. This 


Fobn deVillula thinking this place de Fox- 
tibus, more honourable then the other 
caPd JYells,boaght this City of K.WWilliam 
Rufus and tranſlated his ſeat thithzr. And 
finding that both that Towne and Abbey 
had beene late before d2faced with fire,he 
new built both about the yeare 1122 and 


 wasthe firſt Biſhop was buried there. 


Then was that againe burned in the 
yeare 1132 and repaired againe by Biſhop 
yy Fa Robert,

Robert,and remained ſtill. the Biſhops ſeat 
and ineritance;till that Bankrout Biſhop 
Savaricus for covetouineſle of Glaſtenbu- 
ry, In mercedem bujus unions ( to uſe my 
Authors word) for recompence of this 
nion of Glaſtenbury. to Wells,gave Bath ar 
gaine to King Richard the Firſt, and yet

The next I am to write of is Biſhop | 


Barlow, of whom my Authour in this 
Book faith little in the Latin Treatiſe :

' mans word then mine own toexplain 
this Mzraphor : thus ſaith the latine Re= 
lation of him. He was a man no leſs god- 
ly then learned, but not ſo markable in 
any thing as in his fortunate pas -- 
| or 
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for which Niobe and Latone might envy 
them, happy in his own Children , more 
happy in their Matches ( to let _ his 
Sonnes, ofwhom one is now Prebend in 
IYells, and efteemed moſt worthy of ſuch 
a Father. He had five Daughters whom 
he beſtowed on five moſt worthy men, of 
which three are Biſhops at this hour, the 
other for their merit are in mens ex- 
Ima deſigned to the like dignity 

reafter. Howbeit ( ſaith he) in one 
thing this Prelate is to be deemed unfor- 
tunate, that while he was Biſhop his Sea 
received ſo great a blow lofing at one 
clap, all the Rents and Revenues belong- 
ing to it. Thus he, and ſoon after he tells 
that for his Mariage , he was deprived, 
and lived as a man banitht in Germany. 
Hzre is his praiſe, here is his diſpraiſe. 4f. 
he were deprived for a lawfall A&, no 
marvel it he be deprived tor an unlawtul:

But God would not ſuffer this morſell 
to be quite ſwallowed, but that it choak- 
ed the feeders; to ſay nothing in this 
place, but how the Prote&or was fore- 
told by a Poet,, that he ſhould loſe his 
head.

I ſpeak now onely of the ſpoil made 
under this Biſhop ſcarce were five years 
paſt after Baths ruines, but as faſt wene 
the Axes and Hammers to work at Wells. 
The goodly Hall covered with Lead (be- 
cauſe theRoof might ſeem too low for ſo 
largea Room) was uncovered, and now 
this Roofe reaches to the sKie. The Chap- 
pel of ourLady late rzpaired by St1l;1g- 
t04 a place of great Reverence and anti- 
quity, was likewiſe defaced, and ſuch was 
their thirſt after Lead ( Iwonld they had. 
drunk it ſcalding ) that they took the 
dead bodies of Biſhops out of their leadzn 
Coftins, and caſt abroad the Carcaſzes 
ſcarce throughly p :trifi2d. The Statut-s 
of braſlz, and all the ancient Monuments 
of Kings, benefaftors to that goodly 
Cathedrall Ch ich, went all rne fame: 
way 
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way, ſoldas my Authour writesto an Al- 
derman of Loxudon, who being then rich, 
and by this great bargain , thinking to 
have increaſt it, found it like: aurum Tho-. 
bſanum ; for he ſo decayed after, no man 
knew how, that he brake in his Majoral- 
ty. The Statues for Kings were ſhipt for 
Briſtoll, but di{daining to be baniſht our 
of their own Country, choſe rather to lie 
in St. Georges Chann?),, where the Shi 
was drown'd. Let Arkeifts laugh at ſuch 
loſſes, and call themmiſchances; but all 
that truly fear God will count them ter= 
rible Jadgements. | 
Theſe things were, I will not ſay done, 
I will fay art leaft ſuff:zr2d by this Biſhop 3 
but I doubt not but he repented hereof, 
and did pennance alſo in his banifhment 
in ſacco & cinere.

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the body of Fe//s Charch, about 36 foot 
high, two eminent Images of ftone ſer 
there as is ttiought by biſhop Burn! that 
built the great Hall there in the Raign of 
Ed: 1. bit mot certainly long before the 
raign of H.8.One of theſe Images is aKing 
crowned, the otherks of a Biſhop mitred. 
This King in all proportions reſembling 
H. 8. holdeth in his and a Child falling, 
the Biſhop hath a Woman and Children 
about him. Now the old men of Wells 
had a tradition, that when there ſhould 
be ſach a King, and ſuch a Biſhop, .then 
the Church ſhould be in danger of ruine. 
This falling Child they ſay was King Ed- 
ward, the fraitfull Biſhop, they aftirmed 
was DoCtor Barlow ,the firſt maried Biſhop 
of Wells, and perhaps of England. This 
talk being rife in Vells in Q1een Maries 
time, made him rather affe& Chicheſter 
at his return than Yells, where not onely 
the things that were rained, but thoſe 
that remained ſerv*d for records and re-. 
membrances of his ſacriledge.. ,

F this twice Biſhop Scory I have heard 
at littlegyet it hath been my fortune 
to read ſomething that will not be amifſe 
to acquaint your Highnefſe with,that youu 
may ſee how Satan doth fift the lives and 
doings of Engliſh Biſhops with the Q1ills 
ſometimes of ſtrangers and Forraigners. 
For whereas this our Engliſh modeſt

The other to lead to amendment of 
Life, and to good worxs, the fruits of 
true Repentance.

His Biſhoprick having b2en noted in 
Þþ Hex.the 34 his time,to have been ons 
of the pooreſt of Exgland, hath I fuppole 
theleſs been impoveriſhed in the ſpoyling 
times.

allowance of ftuffe was moſt ſcant, they 
would make the Garment the Larger. 
ThisCity in theſe laſt 108 years, hath had.

One impugning the authority 
of Biſhops ſecretly,by ſach LeEures 3 the 
other impoveriſhing their Livings openly 
by ſuch Leaſes. 

After the Biſhop Underhill was laid 
under the earth, I think the Sea of Oxford 
would have been drowned in the Sea of 


Oblivion, if his Majeſty, whoſe ſonle ab- 


Hors ail ſacriledge had not ſupplied it 
' with the good Father that now holdeth 

it, DoCtor Fohx Bridges, a man whoſe 
Volumes in Proſe and Verſe give ſathci- 
end teſtimony of his induſtry, though 
for mine own part Iam grown an unit 
praiſer of Poetry , having taken ſuch a 
ſurfeit of it in my youth, that1'think 
now, a gray head and a verſe doe not 
agree togerher , and much lefſe a grave 
matter, and a verſe. For the reputation 
of Poetry is ſo altered by the iniquity of 
the times, that whereas it was wont to 
make ſimple folke believe ſome things 
that were falſe, now it makes our ey: 
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wiſe men to doubt of things that be trae. 
When the Creed was firſt pat into Eng- 
liſh verſeas it is now ſung in the Church, 
the deſcending of Chriſt into Hell , was 
never queſtioned, but fince it hath been 
ſung 50 yeere or more, 


His Spirit did after this deſcend into the 
lower parts 

To them that long in darkneſſe were, the true 

 lightof our hearts. 


The doubt that was made ofthe latter 
of theſe two verſes, hath cauſed the truth : 
of the former to be called in queſtion.

red out of the word of God. The preciſe 
fort , that would have the Word, and 
Church and all goe naked, ſaving fome 
Apron perhaps of Fig=leaves, were not 
_ onely earneft but bitter againſt the uſe of 
all fuch humane , or (as they call them) 
prophane helps , calling them paintings 
fitter for Strumpets , then for chaſte Ma- 
trons. But the graver and more Ortho- 
dox were of the other opinion, and 
namely my learned Tutor Dottor Flem- 
ming, by appointment of the heads ot the 
Colledges in an excellent Szrmon: deter- 
mined the controverſie. That ſeeing now 
the extraordinary gltt , firſt of tongues, 
then of miracles was ceaſed, and that 
knowledge is not now 1fufa but Acqui- 
fita , we ſhould not deſpiſe the help2 ot 
any humane learning , as neither St.P oy 
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did , who uſed the ſentences of Poets, 
and -bath many excellent Tropes , with 
exaggerations and exclamations in his 
Epililes ; for chaſtity doth not abhor all 
ornaments,for Fudeth did attire her head 
as cartonſly as Feſabel, &c.

Concerning the Arch-biſhops of Yorke 
that have been in the-formzr ages, whoſe 
lives are particularly related by this Au- 
thor, it ſeemes to me'a matter worthy 
ſome note, that thzre have been of thenz, 
tor devotionand pietiz,as holy, for blood 
and nobilicic,as high, of wealth and abi- 
lity as huge, as any not onely of Exgland 
but of ENrope. Now that every age may 
have his excell-ncy, I will ſay of this our 
age, 1 meane for ſome fifty yeares paſt, in

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which there hath bin ſeven Arch-biſhops 
of Yorke, that theſe have been as excellent 
in courage, in learning, and eloquence ; 
for Doctor Nicholas Heath witertux late

receive both from him) yer did ſhe ever 
gratefully acknowledge both his courage 
& fidelity ſhow*d in her cauſe,& uſed no 
man of his Religion ſo graciouſly, Of 
Arch-biſhop Grindall I have ſpoken be- 
tore, and in his duz place given him his 
due praiſe 3 now lam to adde a word or 
ewwo of Arch-biſhop Toung, that im the 
third yeare of Q.1cen Elizabeth was made 
Arch-biſhop, He was firft Biſhop of Saint 
Davids, and cither next or very ſoon after 
Biſhop Farrar, who among other articles 
that were alleaged againſt him, had one 
that I thinke was never alleaged againſt 
Clergy-man or Lay-man before,and that 
was for riding on a Scottiſh ſaddle ; bu 
this Biſhop walked more warily then that 
Biſhopdid ride,ſo as this came to live in a 
ſtate when tCother died at aftake : and 
how great ſoever his honour was in bei 
both Arch-biſhop and Prefident, he lets 
one preſident that too many are apt to 
follow, which was the pulling downe of 
oy” 
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a goodly Hall, for the greedinefſe of the 
Lead that covered it. Plumbi feda fames. 
A drofſie defir2 and unworthy part, with 
which he ſtained the reputation of learn- 
ing ans religion, that was before aſcribed 


to him, and although by meanes of ſome 


great friend this was leffe ſpoken of in hits 
life time then after, yet if I have been= 
rightly informed, even by that hz was 
made no great gainer. Trae it is, he par- 
chaſed great things of the Earle of Arun- 
dell;and how his heires thrivewith it, 1 do 
not heare, but there is a perilous verſe,De 
male queſitis vix gaudet tertius heres.

often ſeengwho in thoſe dayes for a man 
well ſpoken,properly ſeen in Languages, 
a comely and goodly Perſonage , had 

ſcant. an equall, and ( except Sir Phlzp 
| Sidney 
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Sidney) no ſuperiour. in England : for 
which Reaſons the Arch-biſhop of all 
his Neighbours and Countreymen, did 
make a ſpzciall account of him. Abour 
the year $3. alſo he was High-Sheriffe of 
Tork-ſhire,and met the Judges with ſeven 
ſcore men in ſutable Liveries, and being 
at this time likewiſe a Widdower , he 
wooed and won, and wedded ſoon after, 

one of the beſt repaxed Widdows in the 
Weſt of England. In this felicity he ſails 
ed with ful fails, but ſomewhat too highg 
and no leffe the Arch-biſhop in like pro- 
ſperity of wealth, and friends and Chil 
dren, yet ſ:eming above all, to joy inthe 


friend(hip of this Knight, who anſwered 


in all good correſpondence, not onely of 


. outward complement, but inward com= 


tort 3 bat well ſaid the Spaniſh Poet, 
Nulli te facias nimis ſoaalem, 
Gaudebis minus & minus dolebis, 
Too much Companion 
make your (elf to none, 
Your joy will be the lefl?, 
and leſs your mone. 

'Thcſe two fo friendly Neighbours and 
Conſorts {wimming in this Calm of con- 
tent, at. Jaſt hapned to fall foul one on an- 
other by this occaſion. The Knight in

his great good fortunes, havi 
deſigns among other things, had laid the 


foundation of a fair houſe, or rather 


Palace , the model whereof he had 
brought out of Italy, which houſe he in- 
rended to name Stapletons ſtay; and for 


that canfe invited the Arch-biſhop in 
good kindneſs to ſee it, and requeſted 


him for the more credit , and as tt were, 


blefiing to the houſe, that his grace 


would give it the foreſaid name. But 
when the Arch-bifhop had fully beheld 


it, and in his Judgement found it fitter - 


for a Lord Treaſurer of England, then for 
a Knight of York-ſhire. He ſaid to him, 
would you have me call this intended 


Houſe Stapletons. Stay. Nay rather let me. 
fay to you, ſtay Stapleton 3 for if you go. 


forward to ſet up this Houſe, it will pull 


you down.. How often a man loſes a” 


friend witha jeſt, and how grievous it is 
for a mans vanity to be croſt in the hu- 
mour. Fhis ſpeech of my Lords rhat ! 
ſhould think, intended: friendly, uttered 
faithfully, and applyed even tatherly un- 
to him, he took in ſo deep diſdain and 
deſpite, that howſoever be ſmothered it 
- for the preſent, from that time forward 
he {oaght a-mean to revenge It. And 
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wanting neither wit to deviſe, nor- cou- 
rage to execute his deſign, he found out, 
or art. laſt he ſuppoſed he had tound a 
fratagem, not onely to wreak this {com * 
on the good Biſhop that miſtraſted no- 
thing, but alſo to make the old mans 
parſe pay for the finiſhing of th: new 
houſe. He dequaine him with an Oimiczr 
in my Lords houſe, ſome malecontent 
that had been denyed a Leaſe. Theſe 
two deviſe, that when my Lord ſhould 
lie nzxt at Dexcaſter,where the Hofteſs of ' 
th: hoſe having been ( formerly I ſup-. _ 
poſe) Miftriſs Sands Maid, was bold: 
ſometimes to bring his Lordſhip: a 
Cawdlz to his B:ds {1de (for in charity I 
may ſurmiſe no worſe) Sir Robert ſhould. 
alſo by chance come and hoſt at the ſame 


houſe. This bad Wite and her good man 


are made partakers and parties of this. 
ſtratagem, her part was but a naked part, 
Viz, to {lip into my. Lords Bed in her 
ſmock, mine Hoaſt muſt ſodainly be jea- 
lous, and ſwear that he holds his repura=. 
tion, though he be but a poor man, more 
dear then that he can indure ſich- an-in«.. 
dignity, and thereupon calls Sir Robert 
Stapleton , brings him to the Biſhops 


Chamber in his Nizht-gown, takes them - 


Att: . 
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in bed together with no ſmall exclamati- 
on. The Knight that afted his pare with 
moſt art, and leaſt ſuſpition, takes great 
pains to pacifie the Hoaſt, conjures all 
ehat were admitted ro ſecrefie and fi- 
lence, and ſending all ro their Lodgings 
without tumule, asKeth of my Lord how 
this came to paſſe. The Biſhop tells him 
with a great Proteſtation, that he was be- 
trayd by his man and his Hoaſt, little ſt- 


ſpeRing the Knight to be of the Drorum. 


The Knight ſooths him in all he ſaid, 
condoles the great miſchance, is ſorrows 
{ullfor the danger, and carefull for the 
honour of the Biſhop, and ſpecially the 
Church. 

Prob ſuperi quantum mortalia peora Cece 
NoGis habent?ipſo ſceleris molmmine( Mile) 
Creditur eſſe pius. The diſtreſſed Arch- 
biſhop diſtraſting no fraud in him , ask- 
eth hisadviſe in this diſaſter,and follow- 
Ing his counſel from time to time, gives 
the Hoaſt a pzece of money, the falſe Of- 
ficer a Farm, and the Knight for his tra- 
vail in this matter many friendly recom- 
pences. But when he found after all this 
imoothing and ſoothing, that he grew 


ſo bold ar Jaſt to preſſe him beyond all 
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of $oothwell, then he found thar in ſooth 
al was not well, and was even compell'd 
too late, tothat he might mach better 
have done much ſooner, viz. . Io com- 
plain to the Lords of the Councel, and 
to his ancient and dear friend, the Earl of 
Leicefter (for whoſe Father he had almoſt 
loſt his lite) by whoſe help, he got them 
call'd to the Star=-chamber. Ore tenus, 
where they were for this conſpiracy con= 
vided, fin:d and impriſoned. The fame, 
or rather the infamy of this matter ſpe- 
cially before their convitionwasfar and 
diverſly ſprad,according as the Report- 
ers favoured or disfavoured either : and 
the friends of each &de had learned their 
eale ſo perteQ, that many long time after, 
held the firſt impreflion they had recei- 
ved,notwithſtanding the cenſure and ſen=- 
tence in the Starr-chamber. Part where- 
of being, that the Knight ſhould publick- 
ly acknowledge how he had fſlandered 
the Arch-biſhop, which he did in words 
conceived to that purpoſe accordingly, 
yet his friends gave out,that all the while 
he carrieda long Whetſtone hanging our 
at the Pocket of his ſleeve, fo conſpicu- 


ous, as men underſtood his meaning was 


to give himſelf the lic, which he would 
_ *=mOQt 
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not in another matter have taken of ary 1 
man. But thus the Biſhop had a Con- 
queſt which he had no great comfort of, 
and lived but few years after it, and the 
Knight had a foile that he would not 
ſcem nuch daunted with, and lived to 
have part of his fine releaft by his Maje- 
ſties clemency ; but yet he toſt upand 
down all his like without any great con- 
tentment, from W:lthhire into Wales, and 
thence to the li{le of May, a while to Chel- 
ſey, bur little to Tork-/hire where his ſtay 
ſhould have been , ſo that of this ftory Þ wwdhe 
could colle& many documents, both tor naconceit 
Biſhops and Knights, but that I ſh1n pro- _— 
lixity in-a matter no way plealing. How- I 
beit becauſe one P. R. or R. P. for he wagfar 
can turn his name as Mountzbank turns «Cora 
his Capp, in hisEpiſtle before th: Reſo. 
lution ( a Book much praiſed by Sir Ed- 
win Sand, hath a ſcoffe atter his manner 
at this Hoſteſs of Doxcaſter; I would pray 
him but to peraſe the Litc of St. Bernard, 
not that of their lying L-gend, but that 
which unworthily perhaps go-th among 
his moſt worthy works, written by 
William Abbot in five Books. There he 
ſhall find in the third Chapter of his firt 
Book , how that. ſame maidcnly Saint 
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- was ſibje& to rhe like manner of ſean- 


dall : firſt, of a young woman lying by 
him in naked bed,balf a night when him= 
ſelf was not 3 o-year old, and yet we muſt 
believe he toucht her not ; and next of - 
his Hoſteſs alſo offering three timesin one 

night to come to his B:d, and he crying 

out each time,Latrones,Latrones, Theeves,. 


| Theeves,. which our Biſhop had much 


more cauſe to have cryed, and had he 
but remembred it, as-I doubt not bnt he 
h:d read it, he might peradventure have 
diflolved the pack with it. To utter mine 
own conceit franckly, if Parſozs conje- 
ture were true, that by humane frailty 
this Prelate- had in his younger dayes 
been too familiar with this woman,whick: 
is ſaid to paſſe bur as a veniall fin among 
thoſe of his Profeſſion , yet was the 
Knights praiſe very fonl, and the Lords 


cenſure very juft that condemned him : 


for I heard Judge Anderſon, a learned and 
ftout Judge, condemn one for a Rape,up- 
on the Oath of a Woman (notwitſtand- 
ing, the man affirmed, and the Woman- 
denyed not ,. butſhs had often in former 
times yield:d her ſelt tohis luſt) b:cauſe 
& ſeemed-ſhe had repented that courſe of 
like, inbetaking her to a Husband, So my 

Lord, 
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Lord, if he had once ſuch a fault, yer 
now that the fault had left him, as well 
as he the fault,had juſt cauſe ro complain, 
and the Knights prattiſe was blame-wor- 
thy to ſeck- to entrap him thereby to the 
ſpoile of the Church and diſgrace of his 
calling. And th? Arch-biſhop did much 
noblier to hazard this obloquie of ſome 
idle tongues then to have incurred the 
greater (candall of betraying his Charch. 
To conclude therefore, I with all Squires 
and all Knights to be fuller of reverence 
toward Biſhops and Arch-biſhops , and 
not to oppoſe or conteft with them. The

{elves had defigned , fo ſhall look back 
into ſome part of his life, and ſhowe firft 
how unlikely h2 was to come to ſuch 
high honour and place as he dycd in.

 Ino ſooner remember this famous and 
worthy Prelategbut me thinksI ſee him in 


the Chappel at White-Hall,Queen Eliza 
beth at the window in the Cloſſr, all the 
Lords of the Parliament ſpirituall and 
temporall about them, and then after his 
three courthies that I heare him out of the 
Palpit thundring this Text : The King=

perteCt ſubjef&ion by the Normans whoſe 
poſterity continued in great proſperity 
till the days ofher Majeſty,who tor peace, 
for plenty; for glory, for continuance, had 
exceeded themall;that had lived to change 
all her Councelloars but one, all officers 
twice or thrice, ſome Bifhops foure times, 
onely the uncertainty of ſucceſſion gave 
hopes to Forreiners to attempt freſh inva- 
fions and breed feares in many of her Sub- 
jets ofa new Conqueſt, the onely way 
then ſaid he that is in pollicy left to quale 
thoſe hopes and to affwage' theſe teares 
were to cftabliſh the ſucceſſion. He noted

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this time that the Lords and Knights of

ready was exulcerate , ſo he denyed my

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ſuit, but in ſo loving a faſhion as from 
that time to his end I did greatly honour 
him, and laid up in my heart many good 
leflons I yomecys þ of him, and it was not 
long ere the Queen was ſo well pacified, 
that he went downe with the Preſidency 
of Torke in the vacancy ( halte againſt his 
will) committed to him. Till afterward 
the Lord Burleigh now Earle of Exeter,of 
whoſe courage fidelity and religious 


heart the Queen had great aſſurance, was 
made the Lord Prefident.

St. Luke writes, that he bad our Saviour, 
it he were Chriſt to ſave himſelf and 
him. The Arch-biſthop herein ſhow*d 
the conſtancy and ſeverity worthy of his 
place; for be would not endeavour to 
fave him (as the world thought he cafily 
might) deſerving herein the praiſe of Ju- 
ftice, which E/: wanted, that wastoo in-

Of CARLILE, and the Bifthop

His Biſhopricke, as my Author hath 

touched page 540. and 543. hath 
beene ſo fortunate to have yelided two 
fingular examples of fidelity and loyalty 
of Prelats to their Soveraigne , one of e{= 
peciall marke worthy to be cannonized 
with the Patron of Venice. St. Marke was 
alſo named Merks commended here by 
my Author,and no leſs wort'tily extolled 
by Mr. Sawmel Damel, in his excellent 
Pom of the civill Warres of Lancaſter 
and Torke. The other was Biſhop Ogle- 
thorpe, who when all the Biſhops of Ezg- 
land ret1ſed to Crowne Elizabeth becauſe 
of herR-ligion, -yethe being himſelfe of 
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of theſe received their reward in this 
world that they were worthy. Merks be- 
ing removed from Carlile to Samos in 
Grezce, viz. out of Gods bleſſing into a 
warme ſunne as the faying is, x -pp/ 4 
enduring deprivation becauſe even at the 
Coronation he would not omit the cere- 
mony of elevation, howbeit it is ſuppoſed 
it he had not ſo ſuddenly after dyed of 
the griefe , her Majcſty would have had 
{ome ſpecial! reſp:& of him above all fel- 
lowes, which I ſpeake notupon meere 
conjecure, but upon ſome ſpeech of her 
Majeſty uſed to the preſent Biſhop that 
now is, for when ſhee received his ho- 
mage , ſhe gave many gracious words to 
him of her good opinion,for his learning 
inugy » and ſufhciency to the place, 
concluding that the muſt ever have a care 
to furniſh that place with a worthy man; 
for his ſake ſaid ſhe that ſer my Crowne 
firſt on my head, and many words to like 
effe& , as the Biſhop himſclfe hath partly 
told me. He ſeemes a man of great gravi- 
' ty, and temperance very mild in his 
ſpeech, but not ofſo firong a conſtitution 
of body as his countenance doth promiſe; 
but having ſcen his'Sea mh: elf 
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but ſeldome, I muſt conxent me of him 
with this ſhort relation.
